12 JEWS MURDERED, 


GIRLS RAPED 


TEHERAN, Iran—Twelve Jews have been murdered and 
several Jewish girls raped in an outbreak of violent persecution 
in Iranian Kurdistan, a group of Jewish refugees arriving here 


this week reported. 


The spokesman for the 300 weary Jewish refugees whe 
arrived here said that persecution of the 12,000 Jews in Kurdi- 
stan began about two months ago. 

The persecution was blamed on local religious fanatics by 
the spokesman, who said that the Iran Government could not 
be blamed. He said the Government had ordered Kurd authori- 
ties to do everything possible to protect Jews in Iranian Kurdi- 
stan. Some 2,300 Jews are fleeing from the area to Teheran,

Rabbi Goldstein passed the ap- 
peal on to his congregation and 
reported that “I was very happy 
at the response which I received 
from the membership.

Noting that the Temple.had re- 
cently staged its regular inter- 
faith and interracial Brotherhood 
Service in February, Rabbi Gold- 
stein sald “the fact that our peo- 
ple were willing to give these 
youngsters genuine hospitality 


is a moving story in our attempt 
to make Brotherhood real.” 

Rabbi Goldstein cited the con- 
tents of qa letter sent by one of 
the Negro guests to his Jewish 
host: 

“I’m sure that you cannot ima- 
gine how grateful we fellows 

were for your hospitality. When 
we were told that housing was 
scare for the conference ... we 
found ourselves in a more or 
less hesitant mood, not knowing 
just how to accept and how we 
would be accepted. But the under- 
standing’ and fellowship we en- 
countered when meeting your 
whole family has left an indelible 
impression on my mind which 
makes me stop and meditate and 
wonder how people with so much 
good in them don’t predominate 
and thus make a better America 
for all of us to live.”

GOLDMANN HAPPY 

Dr. Nahum Goldmann, chair- 
man of the American section of 
the Agency, lauded the accomp- 
lishments of the ten-day session. 

Goldmann said that the meet- 
ings had demonstrated that “all 
previous rumors about serious 
differences between David Ben- 
Gurion, prime minister of Israel, 
and the Zionist leaders proved 
baseless.” 

He said he fully believed that 
the Israel Government wanted 
the Zionist Organization to con- 
tinue to be an active element in 
the upbuilding of the country and 
that the new development author- 
ity approved’by the Actions Com- 
mittee would eliminate misunder- 
standings and “will lay the foun- 
dation for close cooperation be- 
tween the Government and the 
Zionist executive.” 

A SHARP WARNING 

The reports of differences be- 
tween the Zionist leaders and 
Ben-Gurion were based on a 
Sharp warning from the Prime 
Minister at one of the opening 
sessions of the meeting. 

“The State of Israel 
partners, not inspectors,” Ben- 
Gurion told the Zionists. ‘The 
money you give does not buy 
you special privileges.” 

Ben-Gurion repeated earlier 
statements that constructive criti- 
cism was .welcome but only 
Zionists who came to Israel and 
assumed the responsibilities of 
citizenship were entitled to a 
voice in determining policy. 

The statement was made partly 
in.reply to demands from some 
Zionists, notably Goldmann, ask- 
ing for a charter to deal spe-

cifically with sach issues as ab- 


sorption of immigrants and land 
settlement. 


Browdy was elevated to the 
presidency through the sudden 
death last March of Daniel 
Frisch, the first ZOA president 
ever to die in office. 

The Brooklyn textile leader and 
industrialist was unanimously 
chosen to succeed Frisch by the 
ZOA Administrative Council. 

Among those present at the 
Sunday meeting were Jacques 
and Harry Torczyner of New 
York, Sol Cohen of Long Island, 
Abe Goldstein of Hartford, Judge 
Joseph Klau of Hartford, Dr, 
Michael Lucacer, president of the 
New England region, Joseph 
Cherner of Washington, Max 
Bressler of Chicago and Morris 
Margulies, one-time leader in the 
now defunct Committee for Pro- 
gressive Zionism, formal inter 
nal opposition to the leadership 
of Dr. Silver and Emanuel Neu- 
mann, Frisch’s predecessor in 
the presidency. 

The meeting Sunday and the 
endorsement followed a _ press 
conference by Browdy two weeks 
ago in which he quietly dropped 
most of the program developed 
by Daniel Frisch for the ZOA. 

Browdy made it plain that the 
ZOA, under his leadership, would 
return to the primary goals of 
stimulating of investment in Is- 
rael and support of chalutziut 
(pioneering for Israel) on the 
former basis of hachshara (pre- 
paration) in the United States. 

Last September Frisch dropped 
ZOA financial support of Plugat 
Aliyah, the General Zionist Chal- 
utz Commission. The late presi- 
dent said then that the ZOA 
would simply register U.S. Jew- 
#“%h youth in the U.S. for chalut- 
ziut but that training would take 
place in Israel. 

Browdy reportedly was moving 
toward restoration of the ZOA 
subvention to Plugat Aliyah. 

Browdy’s term will expire at 
the next ZOA convention, sche- 
duled for July 4 in Chicago. In 
his brief term as_ president, 
Browdy has given no indication 
that he will seek a full term at 
the Chicago convention, and the 
presidency has been considered 
wide open.

But I knew that their loss would 
be the loss of the Zionist move- 
ment. I warned leaders in Israel 
last year that the elimination of 
Silver and Neumann’ would 
leave a vacuum in the American 
Zionism, that American Zionism 
hasn’t enough substance to deve- 
lop without strong leadership 
and that so far no other leader- 
ship has appeared on the Amer- 
ican horizon.

WELL, ALL THAT is water 
over the dam. Today, both sides 
seem to be in a more reasonable 
mood. Yesterday, a very clever 
Israeli lady who served in the 
Government and in the Army 
told me, “I see that we have com- 
mitted some very bad errors 
about America.” 

Several months ago, a Jewish 
National Fund official from Jeru- 
salem whom I used to see quite 
often told me: 

“I am a member of Mapai and 
I can tell you what the thinking 
members of my party feel about 
America. We had done UJA dele- 
gation after another come to us 
and tell us that they were going 
to carry the load just a 1tle 
Jonger and then quit. We know 


that we have undertaken a load 
which we cannot carry alone for 
a long time to come. How can 
600,000 people care for 400,000 
and more and more and more to 
come? We need the continuous 
participation of people who don’t 
look upon help to Israel as char- 
ity but as a common responsi- 
bility, as a great historic endea- 
vor. We've looked around and 
we don’t see anybody that could 
lead such a movement better 
than Silver.” 

I wondered how 
such views were. 

“T’ll tell you what,” this man 
told me. “X and Y are here in 
New York on an important mis- 
sion from the Histadrut. Have 
a talk with them.” 

I did,

WHEN I POSED the question, 
X looked at Y and then, slowly, 
carefully, measuring his words, 
he said: 

“I am not speaking officially, 
in the name of any leader. I am 
just telling you what the rank 
and file feel. If a situation should 
arise in which Silver re-emerges 
as the leader of American Zion- 
ism, it will be allright with us.” 

I could tell you of many more 
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such meetings and talks. But per- 
haps we'd better leave this sub- 
ject alone for a few weeks or 
months.: I hope you have had 
enough to realize that when I 
said things were moving towards 
a rapprochment between David 
Ben-Gurion and Silver, I was 
not talking through my hat. It’s 
in the cards. 


“It may take a year’s time,” 
Rudolph Sonneborn told me be- 
fore he left for Israel, “but it is 
bound to happen. Anyway, I’m 
all for it.” 

You may recall that in my 
column two months ago, I gave 
it six months. That's four months 
to go before you can call me a 
liar, After that let Rudolph Son- 
neborn worry about his repu- 
tation.

Public statements by govern- 
ment spokesmen charging that 
the Arabs are arming to the teeth, 
and that another war is just 
around the corner, may be dic- 
tated by pressing political ne- 
cessity, and by the urgency of 
letting the world know the 
truth, but they also serve to cut 
the very ground from under the 
feet of those who talk about 
economic stability and security.

AND BY THE time the UJA 
gets through picturing the pov- 
erty and destitution, the severe 
strain of absorbing more Jews 
and the need for more philan- 
thropy, the business men and 
economists are left speechless. 
The fact is that philanthropy and 
risk capital are incompatible. 
American Jews will not invest 
funds in an alms-house, nor will 
they offer donations to a going 
concern. Israel can not be both 
at the same time. 

During 1949 when the UJA 
raised around $110,000,000 of 
which $54,000,000 went directly 
to Israel through the UPA, Amer- 
ican Jews invested privately or 
through corporations, less than 
$25,000,000, a figure which proved 
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terribly disappointing. The great 
fund-raising machine which had 
been built up, and the habits of 
many years, proved stronger 
than the business lure. Yet & 
should not require any argumen 
tation to support the statement 
that the amount of money po 
tentially available for investment 
far exceeds that available for do 
nations, and if Israel is to pros 
per the ratio between these two 
should be reversed as quickly a 
possible. Many have forgotten 
that Louis D. Brandeis expressed 
this view 30 years ago, and it was 
in a measure due to his insist 
ence on this principle that th 
historic rift took place in Amer 
ican Zionism.

Yehudi Menuhin had lunch with 
president Chaim Weizmann and 
foreign Minister Moshe Sharret 
during the musician’s tour of Is- 
rael last month, his father told 
The POST this week, in rejection 
of reports that Israeli Govern- 
ment officials had ignored the 
yiolinist’s presence. 

Moshe Menuhin publicized por- 
tions of the text of a letter from 
his son and his wife, dated April 
16. With it, the elder Menuhin 
spoke with his usual bitterness 
of the “official” reports “in the 
Yiddische press or Jewish Eng- 
lish press.” 

The Tel Aviv correspondent of 
the Jewish CHRONICLE of Lon- 
don reported at the start of Meu- 
hin's tour that Israeli officials 
had tacitly agreed to an unoffi- 
cial boycott. The violinist and 
his sister, Hepzibah, presented a 
12-day series of concerts, with re- 
ceipts turned over to Israeli in- 
stitutions. It was Yehudi’s first 
yisit to the Jewish state. 

“The President of Israel, Dr. 
Weizmann, as all members of the 
Government, the leading person- 
alities in every field here, have 
expressed their strong feelings 
of sympathy and solidarity with 
us,” Yehudi wrote to his father. 

The violinist also wrote that all 
his concerts were sell-outs and 
that “I am playing two or three 
concerts per day, daily.”

Zionism With Nazism 

BUENOS AIRES—(WNS)—The 
Jewish State is a menace to 
Catholicism in Palestine and Zion- 
ism is akin to Nazism, the Argen- 
tine Catholic monthly “Presencia” 
charged here in its current issue. 

The publication ascribes delib- 
erate desecration of Christian 
shrines to Israeli troops and ac- 
cuses the Israel forces of having 
massacred Arab civilians. It di- 
vided the Jewish population in 
Israel into two groups, religious 
and atheists. The publication 
argues that a rule of the country 
by either group would be ob- 
jectionable. If the religious Jews 
govern Israel, “Presencia” argues, 
they would seek vengeance 
against Christianity, and if athe- 
ists achieve rule over the country 
they will “open the door to Com- 
munism.”

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Meyer Levin Charges Millions Spent On Israel Films 
Have Been Wasted By U.S. Jewish Mishandling 


National Jewish Post : 
NEW YORK—Meyer Levin, novelist and Is- 


rael film producer, will charge in a forthcom- 
ing article in an Orthodox-Zionist publication 
that an estimated $15,000,000 spent on Israel 
films in the Jast 15 years has been largely 
wasted. 

Levin, producer of “My Father’s House,” will 
take his grievances against the “improper 
handling” of Israel films in the United States 
directly to the public in the April issue of 
“Jewish Horizon,” official organ of the Hapoel 
Hamizrachi, the Religious Labor Zionists. 

The article goes into considerable detail on 
what Levin considers “the most horrible ex- 
ample” of such mishandling, the treatment of 
his film, “The Illegals.” 

Levin claims that the film, after being sal- 
vaged from under the noses of British intelli- 
gence, was in the end “virtually suppressed 
through the ineptitude of an organizational 
secretary in America.” 

The organization responsible for the “nearly 
complete loss of the value” of the film is named 
by Levin as venmaparaciind for Haganah, which 


flourished a year ago and whose publication 
is now called “Israel Speaks.” 

Levin relates that a Hadassah group which, 
determined to see the picture, rented it from a 
commercial outlet. They were charged $250 
for a one-evening suburban rental and they 
were sent a print in which the “reels had been 
pasted together in reverse order.” 

The novelist will blast the “anarchy and con- 
fusion” which he contends exists in the pro- 
duction of Israel films by secretaries of various 
organizations intent on making their own little 
fund-raising films and who are “suddenly ex- 
cited with the opportunity of becoming film 
producers.” 

He charges that “authority in the public re- 
lations and educational fields is scattered 
among a half-dozen organizations, from the 
Israel Government to the United Jewish Ap- 
peal.” 

The novelist will propose a central film dis- 
tributing mechanism set up “in the same form 
used by other governments—operating through 
consulates.”

Sve years ago, a Jewish Welfare Board publication I picked yp 
somewhere in Alabama, where I’d just finished basic training, 
found space for a little inch and a half item about the Jews ofa 
ghetto in Warsaw, Poland, having, with stunning audacity and: sue. 
cess, challenged and humiliated the German war machine. 
As I recall, this bit of news meant a good deal to me at the 
time, but today it means even more to a local organization called 
Jewish Survivors of Concentration Camps, a number of whose 
members are veterans of this battle. Last year, the survivors, in 
conjunction with the American Federation of Polish Jews, staged 
a Warsaw Ghetto Memorial and Rally, but found this collaborative 
effort so mutually unsatisfying, that this year they decided to go 
it alone. How much this split was due to personal incompatability 
between the two production committees, and how much to Right 
Left ideological complications is, for the moment, beyond my spec 
ulative capacities. 





THE SURVIVORS, AT ANY RATE, drew close to a thousand 
people, had the moral support of the Mayor of L.A., the Consul 
of Israel, and earmarked this year’s proceeds with splendid ap 
propriateness for an orphan’s home in Israel. 

Not content to let the ghetto ruins lie silent, however, they 
previously contracted for the manufacture of something I have 
not yet found words to classify, though it reminded me of nothing 
so much as an Arthur Szyck cartoon with sound effects. 

Produced and directed by a Miss Chana Freundlich of the 
prewar Warsaw Yidish stage, and written and narrated by a Mr, 
Zalme Zilbercweig of the postwar L.A. Yiddish radio, this un 
classifiable effort was described in Yiddish as a “shpektakel” in 
five scenes. Its title was given variously as “The Undying Spirit of 
Israel,” and “From Darkness to Light,” either of which the low 
liest member of the Dramatists Guild surely would have given his 
right arm to have thought up himself.

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HOW HADASSAH GOT ITS NAME: 
A GLIMPSE INTO LIVING HISTORY

Both name 
and motto seemed so appropos we 
gladly accepted them. 


HHE FIRST meeting of the 
group which Miss Szold called 
was held in the vestry rooms of 
the Temples in New York City. 
Most of the members of the old 
Daughters of Zion club were in- 
corporated into this new organi- 
zation. I wish now that I had writ- 
ten down her talks to us, given 
at those early meetings. Her ev- 
ery utterance was steeped with 
spirituality, and was an inspira- 
tion. She sounded like the Proph- 
etess Deborah, calling her peo- 
ple to action. We were all mes- 
merized. She made us feel as 
though we were standing at the 
foot of Sinai answering ‘Na-aseh 
Ve Nish-mah,” we will do and we 
will hearken.

LTHOUGH by the time you read this, the 

decision probably will have been made, 

the proposals being broached to the Israeli 

Government for special status for the Jewish 

Agency and for a charter for the Zionist or- 
ganization, are totally unrealistic. 

Charters and status are official words and 
lead to official documents and agreements. 
These documents can be changed only by Gov- 
ernment action. 

The belief of Nahum Goldmann that such 
arrangements are necesSary may grow out of 
the confusion created by quickly changing 
events and the need for radical departures 
from old procedures.

We recognize, aS any observer of the scene 
must, that great men differ as to the nature of 
the new institution which should be estab- 
lished, and as to the methods and procedures 
to be followed. Great minds are none the less 
so for the conviction that the urgency of the 
need will best be met by travelling a longer 
route. We have no quarrel with them at this 
juncture nor have we a fetish for the name 
Sanhedrin.

In the National Jewish Post of 
April 14, Rabbi Ralph Simon of 
Chicago, one of the mission of 
four Rabbis who were sent by 
the Rabbinical Assembly of 
America to report on Religion in 
Jsrael, denied in an interview, an 
opinion voiced by me to the ef- 
fect that the Rabbinical Assem- 
bly report shows that definite ten- 
dencies towards theocracy exist 
in Israel and that Orthodox rab- 
bis, through the Religious Bloc, 
dominate a considerable and im- 
portant part of the personal life 
of the Israeli citizen. Rabbi Simon 
dismissed the opinion as “silly” 
and said that “Zukerman was let- 
ting his anti-religious prejudices 
run away with him.” Permit me 
to say a few words in reply, par- 
ticularly in view of the fact that 
you failed to publish my version 
of the issue and your readers have 
only Rabbi Simon’s interpretation 
of what I said. 

Having dismissed my sugges- 
tion about the existence of the- 
ocratic trends in Israel, Rabbi Si- 
mon proceeded to give his version 
of the extent of Orthodox Rabbi- 
nical rule in Israel and this is 
what he Said: 

1. Marriage and the complex of 
institutions around it, such as 
divorce, wills, inheritance, etc., is 
under the control of the Orthodox 
Rabbinate. No other rabbinate is 
recognized by the state. 

2. Dietary laws are enforced in 
all public institutions. 

Asked by the interviewer what 
actual repressions and restrictions 
the existing situation imposes on 
those who differ (from Ortho- 
doxy), the Chicago rabbi said: 

1. Those who are not Orthodox, 
but nevertheless religious have no 
institutionalized way to express 
it. 

2. Marriage is performed only 
by Orthodox rabbis. There is no 
civil marriage (in Israel). 

3. Any person who has ideolo- 
gical objections to religion may 
be compelled to go through a 
meaningless ceremony in marri- 
age. 

“Otherwise there is no State in- 
terference of the Biblical Law 
with the Israeli Jew whatsoever.” 

I do not want to be discourteous 
to a rabbi and say that his words 
make no sense but Dr. Simon, by 
the very facts he enumerates con- 
firms more than I ever did, the 
existence of theocracy in Israel. 

In what other civilized Western 
state do ministers of religion con- 
trol the choice of one’s husband 
or wife, determined when he, or 
she, are to marry, or not to mar- 
ry, on the basis of religion or 
creed? In what other democratic 
state are civil marriages not rec- 
ognized and children born of such 
marriages treated as illegitimate 
and deprived of all rights? In 
what other modern country are 
women confined by religious law 
to inferior status and even to 
“Jim Crow” places in synagogues 
and public functions? In’ what 
democratic state does the Church, 
with the aid of the state, control 
the diet of a people and tell them 
what they may or may not eat, 
and regulate to the minutest de- 
tail how a person may spend his 
rest day? Does Rabbi Simon se- 
riously suggest that all this'med- 
dling by Rabbinical Courts in the 
intimacies of family life, diet and 
relaxation, is not an “interference 
in the life of the Israeli Jew what- 
soever’’?

They could- 
n’t, and they let the Braves have 
him, knowing that he might come 
back and smash the Giants to 
smithereens during this season.

The sad news comes with the 
analysis of the work of Brook- 
lyn’s Cal Abrams. Last season 
Abrams was a fair-haired boy. 
He was an impressive spring 
player and opened the season as 
a Dodger regular. This year he 
has scarcely been mentioned, in 
spite of a good minor league in 
1949. George Shuba made the 
noise. this spring. Cal has been 
used sparingly as a pinch hit- 
ter and on at least two occasions 
he did the unforgivable—he took 
a called third strike. You can 
laboriously. build up a good re, 
cord, sweat for seasons under 


minor league managers, break 
up play-off games and win valu- 
able player awards from Mem- 
phis to Mobile to Sacramento. 
But a handful of shocking fail- 
ures in a major league setting— 
and you are done. This, apparent- 
ly, is what has happened to Cal 
Abrams. He appears to be ticket- 
ed for other pastures than Brook- 
lyn,

INCIDENTALLY, here is a note 
for sociologists. When the 1950 
season opened there were more 
Negroes on mapor league squads 
than there were Jews—and more 
of them playing on opening day. 
Al Rosen and Sid Gordon were 
the Jewish players of that day. 
On the other hand, Larry Doby 
and Luke Easter of the Indians; 
Jackie Robinson, Roy Campanella 
and Don Newcombe of the Dod- 
gers; Henry Thompson of the 
Giants and Sam Jethroe of the 
Braves were in starting day line- 
ups. Just a footnote to sports 
history.

The Anglo-Jewish weekly re- 
ported that all negotiations on the 
firing of John S. Bernheimer as 
executive secre- 
tary appeared 
stalemated. The 
weekly reported 
that Petegorsky 
had issued the 
dismissal order, 
which also _in- 
cluded Jerome 
Toobin, executive 
secretary of the 
Women’s Divis- PETEGORSKY 
jon of the Council. 

The Philadelhpia weekly re- 
ported, after a month of trying 
to get a statement on the issues 
in the dismissals, that the dis- 





missals apparently involved 
charges of dereliction of duty. 
SUIT FILED 


Bernheimer filed a Bill in Equi- 
ty against the national office of 
the Congress. Attorneys for both 
sides met with Judge Eugene V. 
Alessandroni on a hearing date 
on Bernheimer’s suit, which was 
set for this Friday. 

The Bernheimer suit also 
named three officials of the Phila- 
delphia Council of the Congress. 

Bernheimer, who was fired 
March 31, filed a court action ask- 
ing for a preliminary injunction, 
setting aside his ouster and rein- 
stating him in his office. 

NO AUTHORITY 

The suit contended that the na- 
tional office did not have authori- 
ty to fire him. 

In response, according to the 
TIMES, the board of the Phila- 
delphia Congress group met April 
11 and repeated the ouster action 
to nullify that portion of the 
Bernheimer suit. 

During efforts to reach. an out- 
of-court settlement, a brochure 
was circulated, inviting Philadel- 
phia AJC Congress members to 
participate in a protest rally. 

A REPORTER BARRED 

The TIMES said the meeting 
was held April 26, but a TIMES 
reporter was barred on grounds 
that the meeting was open to 
members of the Congress Coun- 
cil only. 

The three local officials named 
in the Bernheimer suit were Na- 
thatn L. Edelstein, past president 
of the local Congress; State Sen. 
Maxwell S. Rosenfeld, current 
president, and Mrs. Benjamin 
Price, president of the women’s 
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division. None were present cs 
the Wednesday meeting. 

The TIMES reported that a let- 
ter on the issue was sent to the 
members of the Congress Council. 
According to the weekly, the let- 
ter reported the steps leading to 
the ouster and indicated that the 
reason for the ouster involved 
charges of inefficiency and simi- 
lar complaints. 

NO STATEMENTS 

No formal statement has been 
issued by any of the groups or 
persons involved. 


The TIMES said that the dif- 
ferences which caused the “severe 
cleavage” in the Congress Council 
ranks grew out of the dismissals 
“put now threaten to go beyond 
in the matter of issues of contro- 
versy. 

“It is now a question whether 
any decision by the court in the 
Bernheimer decision will cover the 
many points of contention which 
have been raised since the dis- 
missals,” the weekly reported. 

IN DETROIT TOO 

Last summer, a battle develop- 
ed between the Metropolitan chap- 
ter of the Congress in Detroit and 
the national office. The fight end- 
ed in the dissolution of the chap- 
ter, which a committee named by 
the late Rabbi Stephen S. Wise 
had found guilty of numerous vi- 
olations of Congress policy. 


Nazi Film Maker 
Acquitted Again 


FRANKFORT, Germany — A 
Hamburg court last week acquit 
ted for the second time one oO! 
Germany’s best known film pro 
ducers who was charged with 
crimes against humanity for his 
film, “Jew Suess,” an anti-Semitic 
movie made for the nazi regime. 





The prosecution had asked for 


a two-year prison sentence and a 
fine of $25,000 against the pro- 
ducer, Veit Harlan. 


The producer contended he had 
produced the anti-Semitic version 
of Lion Feuchtwanger’s novel on 
orders of Dr. Josef Goebbels and 
that refusal to do so would have 
endangered his life and that of 
his family. 
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United Israel Drive In Canada 
Opens With Zionist-Agency Split 


MONTREAL—The United Israel Appeal in Canada was under- 
way this week without final settlement of a dispute between the 


Zionist Organization of Canada and the Jewish Agency. 


The national drive opened here with a goal of $5,000,000, rough- 


ly $1,000,000 over that of 1949. 


The controversy flared into the open when S. Zacks, retiring 
ZOC president, told the annual Zionist convention that he was 
strongly opposed to party politics in Jewish welfare agencies. He 
charged that the Jewish Agency was seeking to interfere with the 


autonomy of the ZOC, 


“We resent active interference by the Jewish Agency in the 
autonomy of elected bodies such as the ZOC,” Zachs said. “We be- 
lieve that the time has come for a reorganization of the World 
Zionist Organization and the abolition of all parties outside of 


Israel.”

In L.A. Arms Smuggle Trials 


LOS ANGELES—Arguments were scheduled in federal court

grand jury indictment against six 


Amrican citizens charged with arms smuggling to Palestine during 


the Israel War of Independence, 


The new indictment replaced an earlier one against Herman 


Greenspun, Las Vegas, Nev. pub- 
licist; Lawrence Ives, New York; 
Al Ellis, Nat Ratner, Chicago, 
Lawrence Rosenblum, New York, 
and Henry Bellows, Santa Monica. 
Ratner and Ellis are World War 


II veterans. 


NEW CHARGES 

They were accused of conspir- 
ing to export ammunition and 
guns to Mexico for shipment to 
Israel in 1948, without a license 
from the U.S. State Department, 
according to the Los Angeles 
Jewish VOICE. 

The displaced indictment was 
the third in a series returned by 
federal grand juries charging 
U.S. citizens with smuggling arms 
to Israel. (NJP, Oct. 14, 1949). 

William Strong, attorney for 
Greenspun and Ellis, objected to 
any proceedings on the new in- 
dictment. He contended that the 
defense had not been given 
enough time to attack the indict- 
ment. 

NO PLEA 


Strong refused to enter any 


pleas to the new indictment until 
he had been given the chance to 
make such motions. 

Federal Judge Pierson Hall 
agreed to give Strong such an 
opportunity. He indicated that 
the trial will not be held until late 
this month. 

In the first indictments, re- 
turned in Miami in 1948, two of 
a group of defendants appeared 
on the charges. Charles Winters, 
a non-Jewish air force veteran, 
and Irwin Schindler, both pleaded 
guilty. 

WHAT HAPPENED 

Winters was sentenced to 18 
months and fined $10,000. The 
case is being appealed. Schindler 
was given a suspended sentence. 

A federal jury returned ver- 
dicts of guilty against three de- 
fendants in the first trial in Los 
Angeles. (NJP Feb. 10). 

In none of the cases to date has 
any defendant been sent to 
prison,

The 400 joined some 5,000 Jewish refugees from Iraq who have 


been crossing the Persian border 
illegally in recent months. 
The Jews leaving Iraq official- 


_ly were permitted to take a small. 


amount of money with them but 
the majority of them were forced 
to spend their money before leav- 
ing and were arriving here penni- 
less. 

HOLY WAR CRY 

They were sped on their way 
by a Moslem proclamation in Bag- 
dad forbidding faithful Moslems 
to buy goods, furniture or proper- 
ty from Iraqui Jews. 

The effect of the ban will be 
the dashing of any hopes of the 
Iraqui Jews that they might dis- 
pose of personal property and 
have some funds with which to 
start life anew in Israel. 

A small trickle of poverty- 
stricken Jews from Persia also is 
arriving here but priority has 
been given by Israeli officials to 
the Iraqui Jews. 

40,000 LEAVING 

It was reported that 40,000 of 
the Iraqui Jews had already reg- 
istered for emigration. 

The Persian government has 
been helpful and friendly to the 
refugees and has indicated no ob-

conductor of the Israel Philhar- 
monic Orchestra resigned last 
week, charging that he had been 
replaced by big-name conductors 
for most of the cities the orches- 
tra will visit during its 1951 tour 
of the United States. 


Paray said he had been sched- 
uled to direct the orchestra dur- 
ing the tour. 

He said he resigned when he 
learned that the concert listings 
were changed for most of the big 
U.S. cities, replacing him with 
Serge Koussevitsky and other 
top U.S. conductors.

German Jewish MDs 
Warned by Nazis 


FRANKFORT (WNS)—Posters 
warning Jewish doctors to keep 
“hands off German women” ap- 
peared in the streets of Offenbach 
against the background of mount: 
ing anti-Semitism in Germany. 

While the police at Offenbach 
were said to be looking for the 
persons responsible for the post- 
ers, investigators found definite 
evidence of nazism in a series of 
Jewish cemetery  desecrations 
near Frankfort. Earlier the police 
claimed young children were re- 
sponsible for the desercrations. It 
now develops that fathers of the 
boys involved in the incident had 
been Nazi members for many 
years. 

Concern over the growing anti- 
Semitic incidents was expressed 
here by the League of German 
Students Association, meeting at 
Mainz, in a resolution calling for 
the restitution of confiscated Jew- 
ish property and the correction 
of the moral injustices which had 
been committed against Jews. 


Abdullah Takes Arab Palestine 


Ex-Irgun Leaders Demand 
Fight To Death On Annexation 


TEL AVIV—A crowd of 10,000 Israeli last week heard an appeaj 
from former leaders of the defunct terrorist Igun Zvai Leumi to 
fight to the death against the annexation of Arab Palestine by King 
Abdullah of Jordan. 

The meeting was addressed by Menachim Beigen, former com. 
mander of the Irgun, and his 
two top aides, Chaim Landau 
and Yacob Meridor, who pledged 
that Great Britain would face 
the severest fight in history if 
She tried to station troops in the 
annexed area. 

The warning to Britain was 
based on the fact that Jordan is 
a puppet creation of British im- 
perialism and that the two coun- 
tries are closely linked by treaty. 

FULL RECOGNITION 

Britain recognized Jordan’s 
action within a few hours after 
it occurred, simultaneously ex- 
tending full de jure recognition 
to Israel. 

A British spokesman said that 
Britain would not seek bases in 
the new Jordan territory “in 
peacetime.” 

The former Irgun leaders, all 
of them now members of the 
Israel Parliament, through the 
Herut (Freedom) party, told the 
mass meeting here that Israeli 
would never permit Jordan to 
hold the annexed territory, which 
takes in 1,600 square miles and 
the old city of Jerusalem, now 
occupied by Jordan troops. 

BACK TO ARMS
